Helicopter Cachet 
From LaGuardia Field 


The Post Office Department has 
announced that a special cachet 
will be affixed to all covers flown 
from the Air Mail Fieid at New 
York, N. Y., on the first flights 
of the experimental helicopter air 
mail service which will be inaugu- 
rated in the New York area on 
January 6, 1947, 

Covers for the first flights may 
be sent to the Regional Superin- 
tendent, Air Postal Transport, New 
York, N. Y., accompanied by a let- 
ter authorizing the holding of the 
covers for the first flights and re- 
questing application of the cachet. 
Space approximately 2% inches by 
21% inches to the left on the ad- 
dress side of all covers is required 
for the cachet. The covers will be 
carried on the first flights out of 
La Guardia Field ang then for- 
warded to the addressees. No 
arrangements will be made for 
round trip service, nor will a 
cachet be provided at any office 
other than the Air Mail Field, New 
Zorn, N.Y.

Set Of Four New Japanese Stamps 
To Commemorate Seventy-Five Years 
Of Postal Service In Japan 





The following story is reprinted from the “Nippon Times” and comes from 
Lt. Edward H. Strecker of the 10th Chemical Service Company, now sta- 


tioned in Japan. 


On one of the set of four postage stamps being issued in commem= 
oration of the 75th anniversary of the establishment of postal service 
in Japan, the fantastic artist gives a second lease of life to the sacred 
dragon, that originated in Hindu mythology anq got lost in the 


parables of history. It appeared 


first time on the first series of 


stamps issued with the start of postal service in Japan on March 1, 1874. 

The ungummed set of four is scheduled to go on sale on December 
12 at all post offices throughout the country. The public will also be 
able to view and buy it at the Mitsukoshi Department Store, Nihon« 





bashi, and at the Communications® 


Museum near Iidabashi railway 
station for 10 days beginning 
December 12. 


This set of the denominations 
of fifteen-sen, thirty-sen, fifty-sen, 
and one-yen depicts designs sym- 
bolizing the beginning and the 
present stage of development of 
postal service in this country, 
Aisuke Sonobe, chief of the Stamp 
Section Communications Ministry, 
told the Nippon Times. 


The 22:5 mm. by 27 mm. fifteen- 
sen stamp, larger than the aver- 
age, shows a design of the ancient 
bell used to commandeer stage- 
horses in Japan during the horse- 
and buggy days. It is set in the 
color of Khaki tawny olive with 
the floral border design. 


The spectrum red-colored fifty- 
sen stamp depicts the sacred dra- 
gon design. The four stamps issued 
76 years ago carrying the dragon 


design differed with the 
present stamp in value. 
They were of the denomina- 


tions of “mon”, now obsolete. Ten 
“mon” equalled one-sen, 


The blue-colored one yen stamp 
design, synmibolizing one of the 
modern means of postal communi- 
cations, flies the postal flag, a sym- 
bol “‘te”’—Japanese kana syllabary, 
—being the first syllable of the 
word ‘“Teishin” (communication), 
Beside the flag is the wireless 
mast and above the masthead are 
a representation of the electric 
waves. A couple of speeding swal- 
lows give an added touch of beau- 
ty to the whole scene. 


The unusually large-sized, 22.5 
mm. by 40 mm. thirty-sen stamp 
portrays lifesize painting of Baron 
Mitsuru Mayejima, who, known 
as the “Father of the Japanese 
Postal System’ rendered illustrious 
service in the field of postal ser- 
vice in Japan. The color of the 
stamp is green.

On November 20 two kinds of 
stamps valued Y1.50 and fifteen- 
sen were put on sale. The grey= 
‘coloreal Y1.50 stamp depicts a 
replica of the five-spanned 750< 
feet long Kintai Bridge, a fame 
ous sight in Imakuni city of Yama. 
guchi Prefecture. The bridge, also 
called the Soroban-bashi (Abacus 
Bridge), though not as ancient ag 
the abacus, was built in 1673 on 
the Nishiki River. 


The fifteen-sen stamp has in ® 
circle the portrait of white faced 
Baron Mayejima. The issue of the 
first four postage stamps was pro- 
posed by the Baron on March 1}, 
1871, when the Japanese Govern- 
ment opened the postal service in 

the country. 


On November 15 was issued the 
five-yen stamp depicting a gold- 
fish design, void, however, of the 
color of gold, which is unwittingly 
applied to the Noh-mask design 
shown on Y50 stamp issued on 
November 1. The Noh-mask re<- 
presents the face of a female 
character of the classical Noh 
drama, This high-priced stamp is a 
fitting tribute to the aristocrat of 
all dramas—the Noh which has 
remained the select of the aristo- 
crats.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 


More On The Philippine 
Agency; An Amplification 


We have had a frank letter 
from the Philippine Philatetic 
Agency taking exceptance to re- 
cent remarks wherein we ques- 
tioned the wisdom of their offer- 
ing at “face value” stamps that 
had been demonetized, and which 
were available on the philatelic 
market at fractions of their ori- 
ginal market, suggesting that op- 
portunity for crooked work ex- 
isted. 

We are glad to note that the 
Agency is now endeavoring to 
clear up any such misconceptions 
in order that they may once 
again merit the confidence of col- 
lectors, something which they 
have lost due to their actions in 
the past few years. We have not 
hesitated to call a spade a spade 
when presented with evidence of 
their double dealing, and we wel- 
come this new policy which will 
benefit not only the collecting of 
Philippine Stamps, but all stamp 
collecting as well. 

Our reporter who furnished us 
with the information in the ear- 
lier article however still declines 
to withdraw his charges that the 
Ten and Twenty Peso “gold bul- 
lion” stamps have been offered 
by them at “face value” at the 
very same time that they were 
available on the New York mar- 
ket at tremendous discounts from 
face value. The Agency on the 
other hand claims that these 
stamps are not now on their cur- 
rent list, the Philatelic Agent, Mr. 
Constante V. Batoon writing “ .. 
the 1937 stamps you mentioned 
have been off our lists from the 
day that I took over the manage- 
ment of the Philippine Philatelic 
Agency more than a year ago.” 

Mr, Batoon may be correct as 
regards the time of withdrawal. 
The fact remains, as he himself 
substantiates, that “copies of our 
lists, many already obsolete, are 
still floating around as none of our 
corespondents ever return a list 
which they do not use. If the one 
in charge of the Agency then had 
adopted the practice of dating the 
list as we are doing now, such a 
situation might have been pre- 
vented.” 

The source of our information 
reports that Philippine material 
first appeared on the New York 





market in the Spring of 1945, 
months before V-J Day, and with- 
in a matter of days the discount 
from face value reached sizeable 
proportions as news of the stamps’ 
demonetization became known. If 
Mr. Batoon took charge of the 
Agency in the Fall of 1945, as he 
intimates, it still leaves us well 
over six months’ time when the 
stamps were being offered by the 
Philippine Agency, at “face value”, 
when they could be bought from 
dealers for much less. 

Our réporter insists that the list 
that he saw of the Philippine 
Agency was received by him less 
than a year ago, and while he 
has seen no recent lists which may 
have been produced by Mr. Ba- 
toon, he is glad to assure the pres- 
ent Philatelic Agent that his ef- 
forts to conduct an honestly run 
Philatelic Agency are to be com- 
mended, and that not only he, but 
all philately as well, hopes that 
the numerous abuses of the Agency 
as run prior to the management of 
Mr, Batoon will not be repeated. 
The fact that the new Agent has 
written as he has in an effort to 
clear the present good name of any 
responsibility for “dirty work” 
would indicate that such is the 
case,

In the case of the Harding | 
block, the gum appears to have} 
melted and run to such an ex- 
tent that some of the holes be- 
tween the stamps have a thin 
coating of gum over them, clos- 
ing the hole entirely. The ap- 
pearance of the gum over the 
greatest portion of the block is 
that of a slick, entirely smooth 
surface, as slick and smooth as 
glass. If you have a copy of this 
stamp look at the gum and you 
will note that the back of the 
stamps seem to have vertical rid- 
ges or lines in the gum struc- 
ture. Over the portion of this 
block where the gum has fused 
and run, these vertical lines have 
disappeared and there is a smooth 
lassy surface, 
P In “ie ease of the Special De- 
livery stamp, the entire back of 
the stamp has this smooth glassy 
surface and the entire back ap- 
pears as though the stamp had 
been regummed.

These mounts, he states, are cel- 


lulose acetate and not cellophane. 
As we have stated in previous ar- 
ticles on these mounts, we do not 
think there is any difference be- 
tween the cellulose acetate and 
the cellophane. It all depends on 
the construction of the mount 
and the length of time in which 
the stamps may fe in the mount, 
plus the method in which they 
put away or _ stored. 
We fully believe that in many 
instances these mounts can be 
used and have been used with- 
out damage to the stamp, at the 
same time, we also believe that 
there are collectors who have 
not given enough attention to 
their stamps and who lack the eye 
to note the difference that these 
mounts may have caused in the 
gum structure on the backs of 
their stamps for this can only be 
noted and might be overlooked 
unless compared with another 
stamp of the same kind that has 
not been preserved in a mount of 
the same type. 

The mounts used in this in- 
stance are constructed of a thin 
piece of black paper with a cellu- 
lose acetate front on them, this 
being turned back at both sides 
and glued to the black paper, 
thus being open at top and bot- 
tom. But in addition, a piece of 
cellulose aretate twice the size 
of the enclosed stamp has been 
folded in the middle, the stamp 
inserted between the fold, then 
this piece inserted in the black 
backed mount. This makes two 
thicknesses of cellulose acetate 
over the face of stamp and one 
thickness, plus the black paper

Annual Resume Of 
H. R. Harmer Stamp
